BITTEHITESS OF SESATE IN THE 

A Nfi-w Panacea for Ireland. 

Nkw York, March 13. — The follow- 
ing incident of a debate in tho House 
of Commons is furnished in a letter to 
the "Herald" fi ■ n Dublin: 

During the ili-i.alo on the voto for 
nulitary and police expenditun^ in ire- 
land ail i'higlisli member. Col. Itarne, 
said in his speech that he had heard 
some persons suggest that tiio outrages 
in Ireland might be stopped by liang- 
tho three priests nearest to where the 
outrage was committed. Ho did not 
himself advocate that .system, although 
he was of the opinion that it would 
stoj) the outrages, but ho thought that 
the residents in tho districts whore the 
outrage might occur should be made to 
p.ay for the cost of tho presence of the 
nulitia on the same system as had been 
tried and found quite successfii! in In- 
dia. 

Ml'. O'Donnell was on his fcoL as 
soon as the speaker of this di.'^gi-aceful 
Rpebch had resumed his seat, and said 
that a short lime ago tho " Pioneer, " a 
leading newspajier of north-western 
India, expressed its great regret that 
among a very large portion of ihe ]iou- 
ulation of India lliure e.^isted a feeling 
of absolute loathing against I'higlish of 
fjcials. It is very probal)le, continued 
.Mr. O'Donnell, that if the hon. and 
gallant member who has just spoken 
was an official in India we .shculd have 
some clue to the cause of the feeling 
1 havo mentioned; but I do not thii^k 
it would exalt the dignity of this house 
or of the country to devote too much 
attention to the opinions of the Imn. 
and gallant member. 

:Mr. T. I) Sullivan did not let the 
gallant colonel oQ" cjuite so easily. The 
.\slianlec speech to which we have list- 
ened, he said, is not likely to receive 
any attention from thi' govcniincnt. 
The opei-atioiis suggested by the lion, 
and gallant member had been already 
tried in Jx-eland and faileil. The hang- 
ing and banishment of priest.s had been 
tried and out of that long struggle the 
priests hud come victorious. Ibegleaveto 
tell the hon. and gallant hangman that 
his projiosition breathes a spirit of liru 
tality and not the spirit of the age ami 
that the day is pa.st -whonisuch an idea 
could be revived in Ireland.

THROTJGH THE ICE. 

Sad Drowning: of Two Hudson Bay 
• t A bficlals. ■ ■ - 

The Manitoulin, 'Algonia, A'.i7iosi7i.r, of 
the 25th ult., brings particiiliira of the 
drowning of -Mr. Alex. Sinclair, factcu- of 
the Hudson ]!ay Comiiany's post at La- 
cloche, and Mr. Ccorge ( ioUlsworthy, lii.s 
liookkeeper, which occurred a few duya 
previou.sly a short distance fi'om Lacloche. 
It appears that iSIr. Sinclair, having some 
business to transact with Mr. Henry Cor- 
bier, of West I!ay, who happened to bo 
at the time at Saganuick, started with 
hia bookkeeper to drive to the latter place 
after dark. Their proper course was 
close along the shore, but owing to the 
darkness of the night they lost their way 
and got out on the bad ice iu the .steam- 
boat channel. l''roiii the position in 
which the horse was found ii sccinod as 
if ho had plunged suddenly into open 
water, swam somo twenty yards and then 
climbed up on the face of a rock at the 
oilier end of the opening. The rock was 
about two acres in e.Nteiit but as there 
is a depreshiion in il tilled with ice 
immediately in front of where tlie 
horse got on the animal was afraid 
to venture further, and so remained 
with his four fept gathorod oloso 
together, and with the cutter hanging 
over the rock, till tonnil twelve iiours 
later. The boily of (iold.swortliy was 
found with tl-.e coat half otl' witliin a few 
feet of the rock in about .seven foot of 
water, but Sinclair's body was found 
where the cutter first went in. The bodies 
wore taken out and interred at Little 
CuiTent the following Friday, the funer- 
al being attended by a large mnnber of 
sorrowing friends. Alex. .Sinclair had 
been in charge of Lacloche, the chief 
po.■^t in the district, for two years, and 
had bei.'li employed at the [losi for alunit 
four ye.ira. He was born in the .servii'e 
and had spent his whole life in it. Mis 
father had also been an olVicer of ibe 
company and uiei killed by Indians while 
in its service. 1 kMvas about foriy ye.i.r.i 
of .'igeand leaves a luotlu r, wife and inie 
child at Lacloche, and relatives in Win- 
nipeg and Brockville. (leo. Cioldswonbjr 
wa.s hookkeener at the [lOst and had been 
at Lacloche for about six years. 
He was a young man witliout fami- 
ly and so far as can li(> ascer- 
t.aiu.'d all his relati\-c.s aic oi Laghiiul.

LAMSON CONVICTED. 

A Verdict Returned After a 
Brief Consultation.,. 

THE JURY IN TEARS. 



LoNooN, .\hiivh 11, 188L'. 

In the trial of Dr. Lamson fo.'.'the mur- 
der of liis brother-in-law. Mi: jNLoutagu 
Williams concluded hia aiguineuL for the 
defence to-day. He pointed out that it 
had been proved that Percy John h.ad 
suffered from neuralgia and rheumatism, 
for which aconitim: is a remedy. There 
was a missing link, he said, in the case of 
the prosecution — namely, that it \\as not 
proved tlnit the quinine powders contain- 
ing aconitinc found in the possession of 
the deceased were given him by tho pri- 
soner, while there was no doubt tliat he 
supplied him with the other innocuous 
ones which were foiuid. INIr. Williams' 
peroration was \ery iialhetic. Me refer- 
red to the miserable future of the life of 
the prisoner's wile if he should be con- 
victed and appealed to the jury to judge 
as they wouhl be judged.

Sir Farrer Ucrscliell, Solicitor f ieneral, 
replyini; on behalf of the prosecution, 
sitid he thought the jury might ;il once 
dismiss tho idea that the death of .lohn 
was duo to natural causes. He argued 
that, though it was (Ufllcidt to advance 
precedents concerning aconitino poison- 
ing, the result of the analysis was deci- 
sive as to tho existence of .iconitino in 
the viscera of tlie deceased, which could 
only have been supplied by the prisoner.

Ml', .lu.stice llawl;ins then conimomi'il 
summing up. He s.aid that the prisoner 
was entitled to the heticlit of any doubi. 
His charge, alihmigh disclaiming any in- 
tention of ant icipal ing the, decision of the 
jury, seemed to ho against the prisiiner. 
lie mentioned the hitler's anxiety to leave 
the house lire minutes after ho had ad- 
ministered what tho prosecution allege 
was a poisoned capsule to the deceased. 

TIIK VKr.llKT. 

At llie conclusion of .histicc Hawkins'' 
charge the jury retired. They were only ; 
out half an houi'. They returned a vcr- j 
diet of guilty, and the prisoner was sen- ! 
teiiced to death. Sovonil of the jurymen 
wore crying when they rc-entorcd the 
court room, and others of them were 
ghastly pale. When the verdict was pro- 
nounced t)r. Liuisou clasped his bands 
together and seemed for a moment in 
despair; but bo ipiiekly recovered bin 
self-possession, and, folding his arms, in 
a clear voice and with eyes uplifted, 
slowly and dohberatoly saitli "I protest 
iny innocence before God !" When ilns- 
ticc Hawkins had eoiicliidfd passing the 
sentence Dr. Lamson, lialf throwing him- 
self back into the anus of the warders, 
wan almost lifted from the iloi-K. Ho w as 
removed to-night to the Wandsworth jail, 
where ho will remain nnhl the day o| ex- 
ecution.

,Sii'., — ^^'itli reference to a communica- 
tion from ^Messrs. F. P>. JIcNamee and 
Co., contractors for tho Esquimau grav- 
ing dock, dated Aug. olst, 1881, and ad- 
dressed to your department requesting 
tho gfrvernment to sanction the sub.stitu- 
tion of another engineer in place of tho 
present incumbent to work and look after 
the government pumps and machinery. 

Tho letter above referred to having been 
submitted to me to report on. I beg to 
state IMr. Archibidd Muir tlic engineer at 
present in charge of tho pumps has occu- 
pied that position since December 1878, 
that ho was employed by the goverinnent 
under my direction in the erection of and 
subaequently worl;ing the pumps and that 
he has performed his duties well and faith- 
fully from tho day of his appointment to 
the present and to my entire satisfaction. 

I may further state hi.s wages have 
boon at tho rate of .So 50 per working 
days of 10 hours which ;imountI consider 
ia an equitable rcmiincra'tion for his la- 
bora and respoij.sibilities not only in work- 
ing the pumps but in keeping in good or- 
der the still more valuable pumping ma- 
chinery at present uncrected and I would 
therefore decidedly disapprove of recom- 
mending the appointment of an untried 
man however suitable he might l)a-un the 
score of economy. 

I am surprised at the stateniciit that a 
change of engineers would cause tho la- 
bors of tho contractors to proceed more 
satisfactorily, for I was under the im- 
pression that Rlr. Muir in looking aftor 
any mojhanical work required at the 
works, beyond ids duties as engineer in 
charge of thu pumps, had already made 
himself particularly useful in many Wiiys 
to the dock contractors, forinstance in re- 
pairing the ilonkey engine and boiler used 
for hauling purposes and in taking the 
aamo to pieces and re-erecting on two dif- 
ferent occasions, he has also frequently 
»3ted as engineer on board the steam tug 
and water boat Lily and is the only man 
in the .contractors' employ who holds] a 
certificate from the Dominion steam boat 
inspector entitling him lo act in that ca- 
pacity. 

Without wisliiag.tlieii 111 any w.iy to in 
tcrfere with the contractor i^r lo hamper 
them directly or indirectly iu the coiuUut 
of their contract I would in tho present 
case suggest the iidvi.sabi lily of their re- 
quest being refu.ied as I feel confidont 
they cannot get a more steady ov able 
man who while looking after their inter- 
ests will not neglect that of the govern- 
ment.

It connection with its remarks, I beg to 
state that your Mr. Robertson at an in- 
terview he had with me early in July last, 
informed me lhatgranite would notbo sub- 
stituted for sandstone, as tho coat of the 
charge was too great. I subsequently 
asked Mr. Robertson, who, I underatood, 
had charge of the masonry, and stone 
work connected with the dock to get out 
the sandstone and open the quarries as 
soon as possible Since then I repeated 
request and on the 5th instant while in- 
specting the works I called his attention 
to the tlelay in getting out tho sandatone. 
On the first occasion, ho said, there was 
no necessity for the immediate q^uarrying 
of the stone as i£ M-oula have to ho unused 
for some time until the excavation, etc., 
should be much further advanced. This 
he also stated at the second interview I 
had with bim, but ho promised to take 
steps to have the sandstone got out, as I 
informed him that the resident engineer 
pressed for this portion of the work being 
done without further delay; on the 5th 
iuHtant I reminded him of his promise, 
and he assured mo that tho sandstone 
would be got ready as siion .as possible 
Under thcso circumstances a written re- 
ply to your letters of April and June last 
was wholly unnecessaiy, and I trust that 
yon w ill be good enough ta have the pro 
mises rofeared to carried out, and work in 
the dock pushed forward as possible. 1 
nuay add that the interviews with Mr. 
Robertson, which arc above referred to, 
took place on the dock works in visits of 
in.spoction by me, and ho has never for a 
moment pretended that ho had not been 
informed by mo that granite would not be 
substituted for sandstone.
